WEAVERVILLE, Feb 13 —The following is the full text of the confession of "Bafy John" 


Martin regarding his attempt to blow up the residence of Judge Ogden of Oakland at the instigation of 
Mrs. John Martin, who is in jail he« on a charge of arson. A copy of this confession was furnished 
Judge Ogdem and District Attorney Brown of Oakland, both of whom, however, refused to give it out 


in detail to the press. In this confession will also be found a minute description of the place in which 
-Baby Jonir"ffiZnaia"buried a number of explosives, for which the police of Oakland hav« for some 
days been searching in vain, and to get some inf orrrltion on which Detective Hodgkms and Deputy 


District Attorney Donohue are coming here tonight. They will immediately have an interview with 


"Baby John" on the subject, and undoubtedly will take him back to Oakland. 


If the explosives are found, as they have been in one instance at 1534 West street, the finding 


will corroborate the severe charges made against Mrs Martin 
The confession is as follows:

BY BABY JOHN 
MARTIN. 


I, John B 'Martin, being first duly sworn, depose and say my name is John B. Martin. 1 reside 


with my reputed mother, Isabella J. Martin, at 1628 West street, Oakland. On or about the 19th day of 


of March, the exact date I do not recall, the said Mrs. Isabella J. Martin gave me about twelve sticks 


of Hercules No 1 Giant powder, fifty feet of fuse, and three or four caps in the powder, and one at- 


tached to the fuse, wrapped up in a paper, and sent me over to Judge P. B Ogden's residence at 1175 
Alice street, near Thirteenth street, Oakland 
She told me to place It on the veranda and light the 


fuse. When I arrived at the house it was all lighted up and I oould see Mrs. Ogden and her son and 
daughter in the front room. There was also an electric light on the front porch, and I was afraid I 
would be seen, so I went over the lawn of a house about two hundred feet away, where it was dark 
I climbed upon a high fence, and put the powder on the sill of the veranda, and took the fuse way back 
onto the lawn and stretched Jt out full length and lit it Then I jumped on a bicycle, which I had taken 
with me, and rode home as fast as I could, A few minutes alter reaching home I heard the report 


PLANNED FOR MONTHS, THE BOY SAYS 


•"'Mrs. Martin had been planning from the middle of January, 1907, to blow up Judge F B Og- 


den's house. The powd«r, fuse, and caps were all shipped by freight when w« came down fromTrin, 
ity county. The bicycle I rode had been rented about three weeks before for this purpose 
The rea- 


IOH Mrs. Martin selected this evening for me to dynamite the house was because John Whitman, a 
friend from Weaverville, was spending the evening at our house and in case anything happened she 
wanted to prove an alibi by him. While I was gone she pretended I was in the kitchen studying math- 
ematics. She told me afterwards that he asked three or four times where I was, and that she had

to the kitchen and pretended to be having a conversation with me 
"About fifteen pounds of powder, a box of caps, and I think a small lot of wire, is buried under 


the house that we called 1334 West street, next door to the Excelsior Laundry. The house is partly 
burned. When I buried the powder I went through a little opening at the back of the house on the 
side next the Excelsior Laundry. I went right straight to the front of the house from this opening, 
and in under, the veranda I buned the powder where a little opening in the ground shows at the front 
of the house, about three feet from the middle stringer of the house, and right up against the front door 


of the house.

M. Williams, of

rmke an address In the Interest ot Oak- 
land's waterway. 


Among those who had a few words to 


say was Colonel J K Ritter, In connec- 
tion with the entertainment of the fleet 
T/ben It arrives. His remark! were re- 
ceived with great Interest. 


Ex-Governor Pardee opened his talk by 


recalling that just forty years ago this 
month ha had attended a meeting called 
tor discussing the harbor proposition. 
I* B Felton, th» attorney, was speaker 
ot that evening and prophesied that if 
the people of this city would allow the 
Central Pacific Railroad to have the 
v/aterfront, 
Oakland would, inside of 


twenty-five years, grow to have a popu- 
lation of 100,000. The people gave the 
T/aterfront to the railroad but Instead of 
Improving it by building and dredging 
the company took Its trade basis to Porta 
Costa and left Oakland to got along as 
test It could 


Governor Pardee haa only recently re- 


turned from an extensive trip of exam- 
ination in connection with his position 
of president of the harbor commission 
here and had numerous Interesting facts 
to relate. 
Cheap Transportation. 


"Wnen we consider that freight trans- 


portation over deep water costs but about 
half a mill per mile per ton, while It va- 
ries from 8 mills to 25 cents per mile per 
ton over the railroad, 3 mills by canal 
and 1 mill by navigable riven, you will 
readily understand how the freight rates 
will be lessened when we have our har- 
bor dredger," he began. "It will cost 
ten billions of dollars to Improve ths 
lallroads in the next ten years to enable 
them to handle the freight traffic 
We 


reed here only half a million to Im- 
E rove our waterfront and 
reduce the 


freight rates to a very low figure. 


"I was at Charleston on my trip south 


BIy first picture of it years ago was a 
\ ery busy city with a lively waterfront 
The harbor was filled with all kinds of 
\esseLs and the warehouses were pack- 
ed. Deep water ships were everywhere 
to be seen. Imagine my astonishment 
when in company with the Mayor of that 
city I went down and found a scene of 
the utmost desolation. There was not 
a single vessel in the harbor, nor had 
there been for months, the Mayor told 
ma. When I asked for an explanation he 
merely pointed to the railroads. 
There 


were two of them running through the 
city. Not to long ago the people had 
given these railroads th* entire water- 
front, believing they would build up 
bigger trade than ever, but instead they 
merely closed up the warehouses, stifled 
the business and ran right through to 
Savannah with the cargo**, to ahlp them 
from there. 


"Galveston is another city I visited 


and It stands in mortal fear of being 
put in such a position as Charleston. 
Just at present the olty derives an in- 
come of 130 000 per month from the two 


arehouse companies that control most 


of the waterfront.

"Much money was spent tn carrying

thera Is moved 16,000,000 to 20,000,000

priation has been less than 120,000,000 
annually. 
"It is readily seen that a broader am] 


more liberal policy must be pursued 
by the United States Government In 
order that this work may proceed 
In any such manner as to assume the 
completion within anything like a rea- 
sonable time, consequently the people 
of my home section were of the first 
to assist in bringing about a move- 
ment to educate the country to the 
needs of our waterways without re- 
gard to any particular project for the 
adoption of a policy of annual appro- 
priations of not lesa than $60,000,000 
or such an amount as will assure the 
completion of the work now under way 
and recommended by the government 
engineers In at' least ten years. 


"At the recent convention of the Na- 


tional Rivers and Harbors Congress 
there were registered delegates com- 
ing from thirty-seven states and two 
territories ana 468 towns, which was 
a wonderful response at that particu- 
lar time last December, when noth- 
ing but a matter of the greatest im- 
portance could have taken a busi- 
ness man away from his home. 


"The National Rivera and Harbors 
Congress has done, and is doing, a 
great work, but we must not atop now 
or any time, for one moment, until 
our work is accomplished, and when 
the United States will enjoy what 
the other countries of the world are 
enjoying now In tha Improvement* of 
their waterways.

Chairman Oreensfelder dwelt at

"In the bill as introduced, it was pro- 
vided that an examination be made for 
a "naval base" on San Francisco bay, 
and the preference a* possible sites should 
first be given to the islands of the bay, 
then to property owned by the govern- 
ment, and last to property h&ld by oth- 
ers. 
Congressman Hayes evidently de- 
sltea the abandonment of Mare Island 
and the creation of another naval base in 
its stead.

"It occurred to us some time ago that 
the plans of the Naval Department for

bay, but that It would recommend the 
uae of San Dleg^ harbor for that pur 
pose. 
"The government has expended many 
millions of dollars In the Improvement of

NEW YORK, Feb. 15.—The New York 


police stand , a fair chance of having 
their flrst experience with the militant 
suffragists tomorrow when the Women's 
Suffrage societies of the city plan to 
hold a parade on Fifth avenue, the line 
of march being from Union Square to 
Central Park.

Let the Truth Be Told. 


When Franklin J. Murphy, one of the attorneys for Abe Rnef, 


entered Judge Dunne's chambers and respectfully asked the Judge to 
give his version in affidavit form of what transpired at the now 
celebrated midnight immunm conference of April 
28-9. 
Judge 


Dunne g-ew angry and ordered the attorney to leave the chambers. 
He refused to make the affidavit or give a reason for his refusal. 


Why ? 
Abut- Ruef may possess no legal rights that Judge Dunne or 


anybody else is bound to respect, but this is not a matter that con- 
cerns Ruef alone. It is of grave concern to the people of California. 
The statements of Rabbi Nieto, Rabbi Kaplan and of Ruef have 
brought Judge Dunne to trial before the bar of public opinion. If 
they have told the truth, Judge Dunne has misused his high office 
and shown himself unfit to sit on the fence. 


The public is entitled to know the truth, and since the truth 


cannot hurt any honest man why should Judge Dunne object to tell- 
ing it? 
Why should he refuse to divulge what transpired at his 


midnight meeting with Heney, Burns and the two rabbis? 


The facts of that conference must be taken together with the 


conduct of Judge Dunne in empaneling a jury to try Ruef after the 
latter had agreed in writing to plead guilty and the rulings of the 
court in ihe Schmitz trial. If Rabbis Nieto and Kaplan have stated 
them correctly, Judge Dunne virtually made himself a party- to a 
conspiracy to suppress the truth, and to deceive the public and with- 
hold essential facts from juries empaneled to try persons accused 
of crime. 


The personality of Ruef and the defense he is setting up, there- 


fore, sink into 
insignificance beside the impeachment of Judge 


Dunne's honor and judicial integrity. Will not the Judge tell the 
truth? 


The Fleet in Pacific Waters. 


The people of Valparaiso w<re 
given a rare treat 
yesterday 


when the American battlebhip fleet swung round Curamilla point, 
the south headland to Valparaiso bay and steamed slowly in line 
around its shores and in lull sight of the city, saluting the Chilean 
flag from its batteries and being saluted in return by the guns of 
Chilean war vessels and the forts. It was undoubtedly a grand and 
impresbKe naval 
procession—a friendly 
display of power 
and 


strength of preparedness in the piping times of peace to respond 
promptly if need be, to the summons of the tocsin of war in defense 
of national rights and the principles \\hich hold the American re- 
publics in bonds of brotherhood. Such a demonstration was never 
before w tnessed on the Western shores of the two Americas. 


The enthusiastic reception given to the fleet by the Chileans 


was all that could be desired and was the more welcome because 
the fleet is in command of an officer who figured in the same port 
aforetime under different circumstances and that some years ago the 
the relations between the two republics were temporarily strained 
It was a splendid manifestation that the Chilean government and 
the people of Valparaiso bore no ill-will toward Admiral Evans for 
the aggressive incident which gave him the sobriquet of "Fighting 
Bob." or toward the flag under 
which his fleet is sailing. The 


Chileans doubtless recognize that the entry of the powerful Ameri- 
can fleet into the Pacific ocean is an assurance that the rights of 
the American republics whose shores are laved by its waters will be 
the better safeguarded against unfriendly encroachments from any 
quarter. 


Inax-nuch as the fleet with all of its auxiliaries have rounded 


the Southern continent, made the passage of the dangerous strait of 
Magellan and emerged into the open Pacific without a mishap, the 
rest of the voyage to San Francisco bay will be plain sailing. The 
voyage his been a great naval object lesson, a perfect demonstration 
of the fitness of American warships for the most trying service and 
the supeib seamanship of the 
officers and men in the American 


navy. 
The fleet has practically accomplished already an achieve- 


ment wh ch, at the start, the foolish pessimists in the East viewed 
with und'Sguised misgivings. Its course has been watched by every 
naval power in existence with the closest attention and its success 
has doubtless made a deep impression on them, for the voyage has 
been as much a test of the endurance of the ships as,it has been of 
the fitness of their crews. 


A number of Republican journals in the East are trying to ridi- 


cule Governor Johnson of Minnesota by printing his name Yonny 
Yonson. This is not original nor particularly funny. Nor is it at all 
likely to diminish Governor Johnson's popularity with the voters of 
Scandinavian birth, and descent, who will probably be inclined to 
resent th-s sort of pleasantry as a fling at the whole Scandinavian 
race. Moreover, Governor Johnson is all right. He is a good man, 
and has made an excellent Governor. He belongs to the sturdy 
type of men who make their way upward from humble beginnings 
by dint of native force, persistency and grit. The only thing we 
•%- 


like about Governor Johnson is his politics, and he can easily mend 
in that respect. The newspapers that are trying to guy him by 
calling him Yon Yonson are not doing any credit to themselves or 
making much political capital. It is neither wise nor magnanimous 
to wound the race pride of a powerful body of worthy citizens. The 
Scandinavian vote can give four or five strong Republican States 
in the Ce-itral Northwest to the Democratic candidate for President. 
It is foolish to offend so potent an element by deriding its nationality 
and making game of a man in whom the Scandinavian people feel a 
just pride.

Wall Street Tragedies. 


Probably no statement was ever printed which shows so con- 


clusively the vicissitudes of speculation and how easily the man who 
trifles with it can be wrecked, as the expert report which has just been 
published of the financial status of Charles W. Morse of New York 
In an evil hour when Morse was worth, according to this actuary's 
showing practically $20,000,000 in industrial, banking, steamship and 
other securities on the market rating, when he entered into a combina- 
tion with F. Augustus Heinze and others to corner United Copper. 
The combination planned the immolation of what Thomas W. Law- 
son stamped as "The System'' in his exposure of the methods of the 
Rockefellers, Rogers, Stillman/ Morgan and associates, the victims 
chosen for the sacrifice. The plot, which, in Wall street ethics, was1 


considered perfectly legitimate, would probably have succeeded and 
added many more millions to the Morse, Heinze & Co.'s wealth, had 
it not been for the betrayal of a confederate who joined forces with 
the enemy and unloaded at the critical moment before the scheme 
was ripe. It was followed by a reaction in the whirlpool of specu- 
lation which smashed the plot and the market and left the conspira- 
tors helplessly stranded. And when the proposed corner was broken 
beyond repair and 
an accounting was 
taken, it developed that 


Morse's $20,000,000 had completely melted away and a debt which 
he could not meet of nearly $3,500,000 had been piled up against 
him. 
It was all the ^ork of a few days. 


It was, in a sense, retributive justice, for he aimed to produce 


the same kind of a financial disaster to the members of "The Sys- 
tem"; but no one who believes in a moral code can justly say it was 
honest. 


The whole history of the case proves beyond question, what 


has been demonstrated, however, before on, perhaps, a less gigantic 
scale that Wall street is merely a nest of the biggeM and most un- 
conscionable plunderers which the 
world ever saw 
gathered to- 


gether, robbing the country at large under the cover of a legalized 
system of speculation and then robbing one another of the gains 
gotten by -devious and dishonest methods. There can be scarcely 
room for an honest doubt that the twenty million fortune of Morse 
and the multi-million fortune of Heinze and the millions of outside 
speculators who banked on all the success of their plot, have gone 
to swell the 
untold wealth controlled by "The 
System'' and en- 


trenched it more firmly than ever in its citadel to carry on its future 
predatory operations on the speculative element in the United 
States and elsewhere. But the wrecking of Morse and the crushing 
of Heinze constitute only one of the tragedies with which that hot- 
bed of frenzied speculation and financial jugglery is familiar and 
after being added to the long list preceding it will pass into oblivion 
only to be repeated later by the slaughter of some new victim.
